The most marked effect wu'.ch the 
weather had on the crop year 
the late start of vegetation in the 
Spring, a set-back that continued 
through the harvest seasom 
The 


average temperature for January 
and April was almost, four degree- 
below normal, and for 3Iarch more 
than two degrees .below. DeeiduoUH 
fruit trees bloomed fully tiro weeks 
later than the average.date. 


In one respect, the tardy advance 


of vegetation In tho Spring 
fortunate, for a killing frost that 
occurred on April 3th was much less 
Injurious than similarly low temp- 
eratures would have been on the 
same date In an average year. Them 
was soi.ie damage to apricots in 
place*, and vines in localities ap- 
peared to be . seriously 
Injured. 
Hottever, enough undeveloped buds 
remained on grape vines to make 
recovery in a good niany vineyards 
practically complete. 


llnrvettC Favorable 


The lateness of the season was 


not so fortunato at the harvest end 
although the usual harvest sea- 
son /or grapes could not have been 
more favorable. 
But, owlnjff to the 
late ripening, picking also was late 
and an unusually large tonnage of 
raisin grapes had to be handled In 
the. uncertain aad unfavorable dry- 
Ing weather, of November.

month of that name In .the last 
thirty-five years and tfiere was no 
iirqelpitatlon of consequence until 
October £7th, but 
late ripening 


made it Impossible for all of the 
crop to have the advantage of thesa 
favorable conditions. Even at the 
end of the year 'some raisins are 
apt dry enough for delivery. 


For the calendar year the total 
rainfall \va» 10.19 Inches. Autumn 
rains have been well distributed and 
lave kept fair pace with the ac- 
cumulaUng dally normals. Grass 
and grain hava an earlier and bet- 
ter start than for several years 
and at tho end of the year there 
n more «uow In the mountains than 
n any c< the previous six years at 
this date.

all with tho aid of revolvers and 
automobiles— The Bee has ursed 
the need of much greater legal pun- 
ishment for such crimes. 


In line with Its recommendations 


is a bill framed by Chief of Police 
O'Brien and Captain of Detectives 
Matheson, iioth of San Francisco, 
which the legislature is asked to 
enact. 


This measure provides that any 


person convicted of robbery by use 
ot a firearm and a motor vehicle 
shall be Imprisoned for not less 
than twenty-flvo nor more than 
forty 
years, 
and 
shall 
not 
be 


granted probation or parole. 


The bill further imposes a five- 


year term for committing or at- 
tempting to commit, a crime when 
"armed with a weapon," In addition 
to the punishment for any other 
crime, actually perpetrated. 


Under an act passed hy the legis- 


lature In 1917, it was mnde a felony 
to carry, with Intent to use unlaw- 
fully, a«y dea<lty weapon, or to At- 
tempt to use the same. And a gen- 
eral provision of tho penal code 
authorizes imprisonment for 
five 


years for any felbny as to which 
no specific term Is provided. 


The punishment for robber?-, pro- 


vided by thv same code,1 Is "Im- 
prisonment in the state prison not 
less than one year." This, as ex- 
perience shows, ib very far from 
adequate. 


Tho legislature certainly should 


take prompt action In this matter. 


Special and drastic punishment 


not only should be authorized for 
crimes committed with tho aid of 
deadly weapons and motor vehicles,

This undoubtedly makes the book 
more readable, but it \» well to be 
on gruarcl against n. too easy ac- 
ceptance of Wells* verdicts.. In other 
words, if some of Well*' opponents 
were to write history of this char- 
acter, he would be the first to call 
them propagandists. This is parti- 
cularly to be observed in the closing- 
chapters of the hook where Wells 
gives his famous 
internationalist

Long pruning of deciduous fruit 
trees, as advocated by the college 
of agriculture of the University of 


of 


dcllara for .the farmers of the 
state. This is the cia.im made by 
K H. Crocheron. chief of the agri- 
cultural extension service of the 
university, who gives these fig- 
ures: 
In 1920 S7,Q?S acres of orchards 


were long pruned, yielding 
fruit 
worth $47.515.000. The long pruning 
meant a third Increase In the crop, 
and consequently a .third increase 
In the receipts. Last year one half 
of th« orchards of the 'state were 
loner pruned, and the yield and re- 
ceipts of this half were Increased 
by one-third, which me^ns an in- 
crease of the whole crop of the 
state of onc-sixiti. 


tOng pruning, ns explained by 
the agricultural extension agents, 
dues not mean no pruning; but does 
mean the cutting off of no branch- 
es, tho practice being more of a 
thinking .process. 
TVhen branches 
ar? too long, 
instead 
of 
being 
chopped off Indiscriminately as un-? 
der the old plan of "Dutch hair 
bob" practice, they aro cut back to 
a lateral. 
Beginning with tho small tree. It 


Is recommended that 
tho 
stock 
purchased no the small -whip not 
more than four feot 1ft length. This 
is planted, and when the spurs de- 
velop, three aro selected for the 
main scaffold branches. The lower 
one chosen is ono foot from the 
ground. A tecond, a third of the 
way around thfe tree, and six icheo 
ve tho lower one, becomes the 
next and a. th!ni> two thirds the 
way around from tho lowest, and 
six inches above the second, Is the 
top. Scaffold branch. 


I'ockct T* Avoided 


By selecting the limbs six Inches 
apart, instead of letting them all 
corno out from a common point,, the 
pocket so common In old trees and 
which has caused tha ruin of many 
orchards. Is avoided. This pocket 
becomes a receptacle for water and 
dirt and a. breeding place for wood 
rotting fungi and other pests and 
diseases. 
In 
pruning, too, the extension 
agents emphasize the point 
that 


when a limb is cut. It should be 
c«i jact as closely as possible to 
the limb from which It Is cut, and 
In tho direction of the flow of the 
*ap, so- the wound will heal over. 
Some examples of leaving pockets 
and stubs are shown In the Pic- 
tures. 


Objection h"s been made that In 
the case of some trees, 
notably 


pears, the growth becomes so long 
and willowy that the wind Is liable 
to break tho trees. This Is ad- 
mitted. In" young trees, but :lt Is 
pointed out that If this can bo 
borne wHh for two years, until the 
tree begins to fruit, a much bet- 
ter tree eventually results. 


Claim S*i4 KflUc 


Claims have been made, too, that 


by short pruning and heading back, 
that the vigor of the tree Is forced 
Into the roots and the trunk. Kx- 
periments at the college of agricul- 
ture at Davis have shown this to 
Uo an absolutely false claim, the 
authorities there say. Prof. W. P. 
Tufts.- at the Placer County Fruit 
Growers* convention this year, had 
specimens of trees, the came ag*% 
the same variety, and grown next 
each other In the same tree row- 
under conditions as nearly exactly' 
thy earn*, as possible.

Baled By Machine 
.The local groovers bale their to- 
bacco by machine like alfalfa. Jo- 
seph says that this method-of han-

leaves singly by'ltand. as when tho 
tobacco is thrown in the factory 
machines:lt is finely cut for cigars 
and cigarettes, and that the hand- 
packing doesr not Keep H in any 
better condition than machine bal- 


By long 01 short topping of the 
plants, large or small leaves can 
be produced in mature form. Joseph 
says. Tho plants Krow""r«pldly, as 
much as three and four inches dally, 
and the picking season lasts twen- 
ty-five or thiny days, tho pickers 
going over the entire acreage daily 
to cut off the mature leaves. 
Tobacco, unlike many fruits, will 


not ripen in storage. 
Its growth 


and hipening stops when it is re- 
moved from the plant. During pick- 
ing 
acason, four to eight leaves 


ripen on each plant daily, and are 
cut off, until the entire crop Is har- 
vested.

Principal Underlrtnjp Control. 
The Cylindrotrlchum passes the 
winter stage en the fig tree. wiur« 
It makes cancer on the twiga. These 
cancers are developed where old 
sour figs have dried on the trees. 
For thti CyHndrotrichum not only 
attacks the fig, but also the new 
wood on which the fig. Is growing. 


Sometimes 
this 
fungus causes 
small cancers at the base of the 
fig stem, but sometimes this fungus 
causes a die-back of from two to 
three feet. It Is from these can* 
cers that the spares are dlsscinl- 
nated in the Spring: and cause, the 
soft rot. The spores also winter 
over on the mummies of the figs 
and die-back twiga that fall to the 
'ground. 


Sources of Infection 
There are then two sources of 


CyUndrotrichum fur^us infection: 
Cyllndro trie hum spares on the trees 
and Cylindrotrlchum spores on 'the 
ground. 
On the trees, the spores 
are found on the die-back twigs and 
the small cancers at the hose of the 
f:,ss which did noi drop. 
On the 


ground, the spores winter over on 
the affected twjgs and figs which 
have fallen to the ground.. The con- 
trol of this dUt^su will then con- 
sist In the control of the source of 
infection. 


With the knowledge of the life 


history of the Cyllndrutriehum con- 
trol of the dlseasu became an easy 
matter in theory. 
So accordingly 
I Instructed several fig 'grower* to 
try my experiments. In these exper- 
iments I liad in view, not the con- 
trol of the beetle, the. carrier of 
the sour fig infection, tftit the con- 
trol of the source of;lhe'. fungus.

w:eeks before the souring time. The 
Idea was to hit the cancel on the 
tree and to cover the fig with the 
spray solution so as to prevent in- 
fection. 


The first spray was applied when 
the figs were all thoroughly capr!- 
fied, and thg spraying continued 
until the sugar began to come in the 
fig.

marvelous crop of

a rour ffs developed.

Season Estimate* 


'"tho final estimate of the asso-

This is the largest 
tonnage ever handled iby the asso- 
ciation with the exception of thw 
acaaon,ot 2919, when our pack broke 
all previous records by reaching a 
total of 19.S47 tons, or only about 
1 per cent more than was handled 
this season, although In that year 
tho state's crop totaled 27,000 tons, 
as against an estimate of 2-1.000 this 
season.
